And as Ha- 
bakuk was here by Gods owne mouth enioyned to 
doe: ſoit is likely all the other Prophets were accu- 
ſtomed: oncly he atter a more ſtrange and plaine 
manner, to move the people better to markethis d 
ctrine. And after theſe ſermons had ſtoode a ſuffici- 
ent time vpon the doores of the temple, the pricites 
which had the governement thereof, rooke them 
downe, & laid them vp ſafely and kept them among 
their other holy and ſacred records. And ſo by this 
meanes, it is thought the ſermons of the Prophetes 
were reſerved and came to our hands. Surely this 
cuſtome were very neceſſary for our daies. For as 
many amongſt vs heare the word of God ioy fully, & 
receiue his ſecede gladly, ſo they forget the ſame (as 
it ſhould ſeeme)as ſpeedily, and keepe not that good 
{ſecede in their harts carefully. And hereof commeth 
fo ſmal fruite of ſo great Jabours: The word goeth in 
at the one care and out at the other: The paſtor 
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preacherh to them in the Church, but that pincher 
and poler covetouſneſſe preacheth to them at home 
in theit houſes. And one worde of his, is of more

The Prophet David pronounceth that man 
bleſied,that hath not walked in ibe counſell of the ungodly, 
be they accouted never ſo wiſe in this world: nor fland 
in the way of ſinner . though it be never ſo gaineful nor 
fit in the chaire of the ſcorne full, though ir be never lo 
ſtately and worſhipfull.Bur his delight it in hearing the 
{eve of the Lord preached and declared vnto him, and 
wpon that he will meditare at home in his houſe, & vp 


on his bed even day and night: e looke whatſoever ſuch 
a man goeth about or tale th in hand ir ſhall proſper. The 


children of Iſraell in paſſing over Fordane were not 
onely commaunded to followe the arke of God, the 


prieſts bearing it on their ſhoulders: but alſo that 12. 
men ſhould take out 12. ſtones, the priefis abiding ſtill yes 


in Fordene , and cary them home to their lodgings , as per- 
peruall and dome fticali ſchoolemaſters, of = great and 


mighty deliverance, and conduction of them by the Lorde: 
So all Chriſtians, muſt not onely followe *

chers of the goſpell, hey bearing the arke of thecox 
venant, and promite of God on their ſhoulders; tho- 
rowe the Jordane of this worlde, by hearing at their 
mouthet obediently Gods commandements, and te- 
cciving the ſacraments at theit hands in the cangic: 


gation ; but they muſt carry out of the depth of chis . lr 


Fordene dried vp by the Lordes ſpirite, and from this 
holy aſſembly, oertaine tones home with them into 
their lodgings, as continuall teachers to them, and 
their children and families for ever. The nature of 
man as we muſt all confeſſe is prone to wickednes, 
but ſlowe & plaine barren to good nes: & our memo. 
ries are catching quickly & holding faſt naughtines, 
but very flippery & forgetful of goodnes & godlines. 
So that we haue neede of ſome daily remembrancers 
of goodnes; and of ſome printers to print godlineſſe 
hourely in our hearts. And here ſurely, as we haue 
great cauſe to thanke our God for many his gratious 
benefirs powred vpon our age and his Church: ſu ei- 
pecially for that great help & furthering of learning 
& knowledge, the art of Printing. And as we haue re- 
ceived at Gods hands this moſt excellẽt talent:ſo we 
ought in duty to vſe the benefit therof as much as in 
vs lie th, every man to the building of his Church, and 
yanquiſhing of his enemies. If among che Jeres the 
Prophets tooke paines to urite their ſermòs againe, 
after their vttering of them, that Gods people might 
be the better edified; ſurely the lame neceſſity lieth 
even vpon vs. Our people lacke as much this help of 
printing againe the word in theit hearts, by readin 

in atter the preaching, as che mes did, and the way 
to vs to doe i, is mote eaſie then to them. Therefore 
me chinkes they are pany commended; chat 
not onely feede the flocke of Chriſt, but feodo it an

every ſide. But this girding muſt be ok our 
minds, c this light mult be of our lives, c theſe 
toꝛches we muſt cary our ſelvs, whoſoever we 
are. And J would to god, they that gird & pinch 
their bodily loines, woulde be as carefull, to 
pinch,binde and keepe in ozder, theſe loines of 
thetr mindes:And thoſe which are ſo carefulto 
have tozches bozne befoze them in the dar ke 
night, would be as carefull, to have theſe ſpiri⸗ 
tuall toꝛches, kindled in their converſations 


in the darknes ok this world, to give light to o⸗ 


thers. and to keep themſelves from ſtumbling 
into Satans ſnares. And here ſurely, as in the 
other toꝛches they ought to ſpare no coſt, no 
moꝛe ought they to doe in pꝛeparing theſe. And 
as a man ot countenãce, wil not walke abꝛoad, 

n OI without 


without great light. whatſoever it coſt him no 
moꝛe ſhould we dare to pꝛeſume, to walke in a· 
up yvoscation, without this light of faith. And 
though perchance, becaule this light is coſt ip, 
mẽ wilbe loarh ta ſet vp their coxches invaine; 
Yet now very fitly con veniẽcly andneceſſarilp 
they ought lo to doe;lecingtheir maſter hath 
to commanded them. They muſt be ready a⸗ 
gainſt he come, they may not be then to ſecke 
that he may enter immediatly. And again they 
neede not feare leaſſ they ſhould burne in vaine 
their cãdles. he hath pꝛomiled he vil cõe quick 
ly, & his reward is with him, he will not come * 
emptp, he is a bountifull maſter, a moſt liberall 
rewarder. Pea although thou ſolde thy landes 
to kindle this light with Barnabas & others 
in the Acts of the Apoſtles, thou ſhalt not looſe 
by the bargaine. There are manp land ſellers, 
T buyers at this dap, but none that J can heare 
ol, that lay the pꝛices thereof at the Apoſtles 
feete,o2 lay them vp as treaſures in heaven, oz 
beſtow them vpon the pooze, as aur ſaviour 
counſelleth. David would not offer vnto the 
Lo2d his God that which coſt him nothing, but 
he purchaſed lande, he bought ſheepe and oxen, 
to offer vnto the Loꝛd. The lame minde ought 
to be in al Gods faithful ſervãts that they may 
be, as he was, mẽ accoꝛding to gods own hart: 2. Sm4. 
Tyere are now a daics few ſuch; as Barnabas; 24. 
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$2 David. Chey ſpend all they can rappe and 
weng, as they ap, vpon their owne backs but 
nothing they can lpare, to the hungry bellies,

"their houſes all their revenewes, but nothing 
in their houſes, They make great windowes, 
to receive much light, but they peelve no light

king ofthoſe great lightes, hinders this light. 
They leele their wals, with coſtly ſeeling, bur 
they adoꝛne not the lively tones, and walls of 
the temple ol Leſus Chriſt, they let them lye in 
the duſt. Surely without this light ok liberali⸗ 
ty. without this leeling, and ſhelding the pooze 
dur other great lightes and curious ſeelinges 
are in vaine; without keeping good houſes,our 
building great houles are to no purpoſe.

foꝛ not only the ſtrength and faſhio chero? , but 


alſo the woꝛld it ſelfe, yea whatſoever inicts - 


moſt excellic,and greateſt to be deſired, paſleth 


away: but he that doth the wil of God, abideth 
fo2 ever. But what do we talkeofthe earth, the 


very heavens themſelves ſhall periſhe as both 
David and Saint Paul doeth teach vs. And Heb. r. 


thou Lord in the beginning haſt eſtabliſhed 


the earth, and the heavens are the workes of 
thine handes. They ſhall periſh, but thou 


ddoeſt remaine, and they ſhall all waxe o'de 


as doetha garment, and as a veſture ſhalt 
thou folde them vp, and they ſhalbe chaua- 
ged, but thou art the ſame, and thy yeares 


hall not faile. 


But to let theſe authoꝛities paſle:experiẽce 
teacheth the ſame. The generation of man

man?our medows, our lands, and our paſtures 


teſtify the lame, ſo p every one may plainely ſee 
that the olde age of the earth is nowe, and that 
her foꝛce failech her, and that by and by. ſhe ſhal 
fall and fade away her ſelfe. And let vs every 
man thinke ofthis her ende. The Pꝛophets 
ſpake and accounted of thoſe thinges w ſhould 


ſhoztlp come to paſle, as though they were done 


already, ſo let vs accofic of p end of al things. 
Let vs thinke we ſee our goodly houſes bur- 


ning our gardens waſt, our gloꝛp inthevuſt, 


and ſurely ſo ſhall we ſee it ere it be long. 
Now that there ſhalbe an end, I truſt is pꝛo 
ved plamely enough by theſe reaſons & autho⸗ 


rittes;nowfolloweth in the nert vers adeſcrip 


tion of the tate of the woꝛld befoꝛe the ende. 


And there ſhalbe like people like prieſt & 


In the beginning (as Moſes actoꝛdeth) al 
things were a Chaos op confuſed heape, being

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the ſarzes inthe fimament, the ſanne and the 
moone to runne their courſes in theix ſp] 
and circles, he ſeparated the fire from the aire, | 
and the water, the water from the earth c wa⸗ 
ters from waters. In the earth. he devided com 
tries from countries, # commodities from c6- 


modities. As in the land of Havilah was golde Ger rY 


and the Dnix ſtone, ſo balme in Canaan. with 
milke and honp, ſo in other countries other dt- 
vers fruits. And this leparation and diviſion of 
all things being made by the great wilevome 
ol god, was the cauſe of the bewty of the wozld: 
wherfoze it was called afterward of pGreeks 
Kooud; that is beauty, So like wiſe in mas bo⸗ 
dy, he made a diviſion, he placed the eies above 
as ſtars to giue light; the ſpirits as fire, as in 
the vpper part of the heavens in the heade, to 
give like the blood and humours in the liver, as 
waters in the middle of the earth to nouriſh e 
keede the bodie; and the feete laſt and lo welt, to 
labour foꝛ the body. And as in a mans body,ſo 
inthe body of the common wealth, hee oꝛdei⸗ 
ned even from the beginning ſome heaves oz 
governours, as Adi, Noah, Abraham; ſome. 
hãvs and artificers, as labal the father oft tent⸗ 
makers, Iubal the founder ol mulicke, and Tu- 
balcain who had cunning in wozking in every 
kinde of bꝛaſſe. They had in thoſe daies cattel 
and . and cen heardſmen Flabozers.

Manie 
ſhepheards ſhalbe as ſimple as their ſheep, ma 
ny fo2 feeding ot Chꝛiſts flock,ſhal feed ſheepe, 
oxen, o themſelves. Many had rather ſet their 
ſons to plough, then to have them be the Lozds 
minifkers;many thinke themſelves to good foz 
that office. The miniſters at this day of manie 
are accõpted as were the Apoſtles, p very filch 
of the woꝛld, and oklkourings of al things.

And 
now in the goſpel p miniſters therol muſt have 
the miſtery of the faith, that is the goſpel of le 
ſus Chriſt in their heartes: not that onely, but 
they mult have a faithfull companion as a ſha⸗ 
dow ever following the lame, a good cöſcience: 
The which was one of S. Pauls greateſt ioies. 
Mithout this latter, that tozmer is like a p2e- 
tious ſtone in a hogs ſnowt.

hunger begins to grow in his ſtkomack, he mut 
have his delicates, with Hel jogabalus; ; no 
meane fare wil content him, he muſt fare with 
Dives daintily every dap, oꝛ els he cannot live 
oz like. Hardnes of heart oz impenitency maie - 
be copared to the tertian, he is well cwodaies 

but the third day he cannot reſt. So the wicked 
ſinner can be content with the publican to cry 
peccavi, and with Eſau perchãce to weepe; but 
to make reſtitution with Zacheus, to fozſake 
his foꝛmer ſinne with David, that he cannot a⸗ 
bive. Pꝛide is like to the quartan ague. Jt is 4 
ſaide the Lyon is ſicke of that diſeaſe: He is a 
ffatelp beaſt. This ague is very durable and 
many times incurable. The fever herticke 
which poll: (ſeth the bones and ſolive partes ok 
the body may fitly reſemble envp:it conſumes 
the radicall moiſture, where with the bodie is 


maintained; So dothenvy. A ſounde heart 
(ſaieth Salomon) is the life of the fleſhe, but 


envy is the rotting of the bones. Lechery * 


may bee compared to a wandzing ague, whoſe

number and ozder. And anger may be tompa ; 
red to the fever that laſts but a day. Now if 
the miniſter 02 ſpirituall paſtoꝛ, which choulde 
ture all theſe diſeales, be apparantly ſicke him 
elle his wife or his family either with the co · 
tinuall fever ot ſcraping covetoulnes, o2 with 
t he quotidian of riotous gluttonp, oz with the 
tertian of ſtony impenitency, oꝛ with the quar⸗ 
tan of ſtatelp pꝛideꝭ wozldly bzavery, 02 with 
the hecticke of envy 02 malice: with what face | 
can he go about to cure any of theſe, inothers? 
Neither here doe F touch thole painefull pa- 
ſtoꝛs, which are ſtarres, which are warchmen, 
which are ſtewards: but thoſe onely which are 
hirelings, which are Idole ſhepeheards, which 
are like ludas, Simon Magus, and Demas. 
As in leſus Chriſts dates & his Apoſtles: there 
were ſuch, So let no man marvell ik there be 
ſuch in our daies. But as there are e have bin 
fil faults in the miniſtery oz it is hard to ſind

the greateſt fault is in the people. They will 
not be learned no vnderſtand, they have beene 
and are taught ſufficiently; Foꝛ that may be 
ſaide of vs that was aide of the Apoſtles:their 
ſound is gone out throughout all the world: 

and that of Eſay, the Pyopher, Have they not 
heard? Pes verily. They haue heard 2

Sülrely it Fri = 
veth me ts heare this common repoztez that the 
greateſt pofeſſoꝛs of Gods woꝛdelarecherru- 
tlleſt dealers in the wozlde, theß will deale 
moſt hardelie, they will tooke to themſelres 
and their dwne commovities moſt-narrowly. 
Theplearne not this aut of Gods woꝛde, they 
have not learned ſo Ieſus Chriſt. Well J. 
map ſap to all ſuch as our Saviour ſaide tothe 
Iewes, pour childzen ſhal tondemne pou Dh 
take heede to pour ſelves, and looke well to 
your wozks, c marke the fruits you peeld after 
our ploughing, e ſowing,t watering:whatſde 
ver p miniſter ſpeaketh in the name of p Lozd, 
becauſe it is not his owne, which kee ſpeaketh; 
but Gods :it is no daubt the heavẽly dew e plea 
[ant ſhower of God. owe lodke well to pour 
kruites, for they wall declare what greunde

it — foozch plentifully good fruits:But if 
it light on evil grounde, it bzingeth foozth evill 
fruits,t hannes, thilles, and weedes.

And heere note the greste wickevnelſe 
and exceſſive covetouſneſſe ofour dayes:thar a 
pooze man ihalltake a leaſe fox one and twen⸗- 
ty peares, and ſhall pay a great fine fo2 his firſt 
entrance, and pearl a great rent, and yet ſhall 
bee conſtrained to pape a newe fine after halfe 
his peares be expired, o elle another ſhall take 
it over his heade. Js not this finne? Is not 
this harde dealing: Surely they that are mot 
ren blinded with 9 needes

popſon, though it ſeeme ſweete . Oh that 
men woulde learne to eſteeme every thing ace
